(2 ) Hutung Yard - No "new generation" naval vessels were observed 
under construction or repair in this yard. 

(3) g ba-hghaiv Shipyard (east) - Two 83 * boats of the P-6 hull-type 
were observed in this yard (one on railway and one in water), however they 
aid not appear to be unusually configured. No other unusual activity noted.

(2) Chang c hou Yar d (Danes Island) - The only unusual vessel observed 
vas a PC typo naval ship, floored at the offshore wharf, this vessel appeared 
slightly similar to a Japanese PC of the Hayabusa class, with a flush decked 
hull approximately 180* L.O.A., approximately 24*' maximum beam. This unit 
has its superstructure slightly forward of amidships and a probable stack and 
box-like structure aft of amidships. Armament consists of probable small 
caliber AA guns forward and aft and probable stern depth charge racks. No gun 
tubs or gun mounts noted.
